19 Army Group was at Hsinmin (122-48, 41-59) . 


2, In early June a training battalion of the Chinese Communist 45 Unit (sic) 
was at Tounghua (125-57, 42-11). 


3. In early June the rear office’ of the Chinese Commnist 42 Army was at Liuho 
(125-46, 42-17). 


4, In early June the Yupg Sheng (sic) (XK Ae) Unit yas at Ch’angii (119-08, 39-43) 
with ite rear office at Luhsien (105-23, 28-53).

8 In late May, 200,000 raincoats and 200,000 pairs of rubber shoes, ordered by 
the Chinese Communist Army supply headquarters in Pelping from factories in 
Tientsin, were shipped from Mentsin to Chinese Communist troops in Korea, 


3. In late May, 105 unemployed Chinese truck drivers had registered with the drivers! 
recruiting center of the Workers Cultural Society on Tibet Road, Shanghai. On 
31 May, 85 of these drivers were sent north by train to Korea for service with 
the Chiness Comminist troops. 
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In late March, Soviet, Japanese and German instructors were giving armored 

force- training to 10,000 North Korean troops in Manchurta. 

In late March there were 2,500 trainees at the Chinese Communist school for 
training tank troops at Erhteohotm (-iH :¢)3) in the Changchun area, At 
another tank school in the Mukden suburbs there were 1,000 trainees. Both 
schools were using 734 tanks and Japanese ang American light tanks. Most of 

the instructors at both schools were Soviet. 

In late March there were 1,500 Japanese soldiers in the suburbs of west Mukden. 
Some important Chinese Communist government organs which were formerly in Mukden 
were in Kfaiyuan (124-05, 42-36) and Ttiehling (123-51, 42-18) in late March. 


Municipal and provincial government organs, formerly within Mukden, had moved 
to the suburbs.
